MATTHEWS TELLS

Supervisor Says «State 
Funds May Be Lost for 
Want of Action—Cites 
Area’s Growing Health 
Needs.

Urgent problems facing St. 
Louis county were outlined last 
night by Supervisor Luman F. 
Matthews at the first meeting of 
the County Financial Advisory 
Committee at Clayton courthouse. 

The committee, consisting of 
mayors and trustees of the vari- 
ous county municipalities and 88 
business, civic and financial lead- 
ers, was appointed last Septem- 
ber by Matthews to advise him 
and the County Council on meth- 
ods of meeting problems and to 
suggest means of financing the 
work. . 

Noting the scope of the com- 
mittee was not limited by the 
problems listed, Matthews dis- 
cussed first the need for express- 
— and methods of financing 

em. 


State Funds at Stake. 


The State Highway Depart- 
ment has allocated $7,000,000 to 
$8,000,000 annually for urban 
highway construction in _ the 
county, Matthews said, and it is 
urgent that the county be pre- 
pared to submit a program at 
once lest the money be diverted 
to other parts of the state. 

He noted the county must ad- 
vance half the cost of acquiring 
rights-of-way for presently 
planned expressways, estimated 
at about $3,500,000, and he 
called attention to the fact that 
an agreement on routes must be 
reached with the City of St. 
Louis, 

He also urged the committee 
to give attention to a county 
highway system that would pro- 
vide north and south highways 
and replacement of some 300 
dilapidated, wooden, single-lane 
bridges. 

Importance of highways also 
was stressed by G. Wood Smith 
of the engineering firm of 
Sverdrup & Parcel, chairman of 
the advisory committee. 

County is National Crossroads. 


Declaring he had singled out 
highways because of his greater 
familiarity with traffic problems 
and not because it was most im- 
portant, Smith said St. Louis 
county was the greatest cross- 
roads for through traffic in the 
nation. 

Citing the fact that U.6. High- 
ways 66, 67, 61, 50 and 40 pour 
a constant stream of interconti- 
nental and intrastate motor traf- 
fic through the county where it 
encounters heavy local traffic be- 
tween St. Louis and the suburbs, 
Smith said the county must soon 
develop a system of throughways 
or face strangulation. 

Matthews turned from high- 
ways to the subject of health and 
hospitals, calling attention to the 
fact the county has no present 
place for its aged, tubercular and 
other chronically-ill residents. 

He pointed out the former Ma- 
rine Hospital in Kirkwood will 
become available soon and that 
the Jewish Sanitarium on Fee Fee 
road would be for sale in the 
near future. He said a health 
tax probably would be needed to 
maintain the health department. 


Other Buildings Needed. 


With respect to the need for 
public buildings, he said a place 
must be found for the county’s 
neglected children until private 
homes can be found for them. At 

resent, they are placed in the 

uilding for delinquents. A psy- 
chiatric ward is another urgent 
need, he said, since the City of 
St. Louis needs the space now al- 
lotted to county patients. 

With the new Courthouse and 
all parts of the old building filled 
to capacity, Matthews said there

Abraham H. Feller Had 
Been Questioned About 
Subversives on Staff of 


U.N. 


NEW YORK, Nov..13 (AP)— 
Abraham H. Feller, head of the 
United Nations legal department, 
who, an assistant United States 
attorney general said, had been 
questioned by lawyers of the Mc- 
Carran committee, plunged to his 
death today from his twelfth floor 
apartment overlooking Central 
Park. 

Police said Feller, 47 years old, 
and an $18,000-a-year U.N. execu- 
tive, eluded his wife’s grasp and 
fell to his death. 

Roy Cohn, special assistant to 
the United States Attorney Gen- 
erfal, said that he and Robert 
Morris, counsel to the Internal 
Security Committee headed by 
Senator Pat McCarran (Dem.), 
Nevada, had questioned Feller re- 
cently. 

The questioning concerned the 
subcommittee’s current inquiry 
to determine possible subversion 
of American employes of the 
United Nations. 

Questioned Recently. 

Cohn would only say that Fel- 
ler, a close associate of U.N. Sec- 
retary General Trygve Lie, had 
been questioned “recently.” He 
would not say if Feller was sched- 
uled to be a witness at a com- 
mittee hearing. 

Associates said Feller, a native 
New Yorker, was a close friend 
of Alger Hiss, former State De- 
partment official now in prison 
for perjury in connection with 
accusations that he supplied in- 
formation to Communists. 

Feller had been in ill health for 
about a month, suffering from a 
nervous condition, associates said.

TUPELO, Miss., Nov. 13—The 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
today joined city officials and 
indignant civic_leaders in investi- 
gating the persecution of a youth- 
ful newspaper executive who quit 
his job here and left town yester- 
day to avoid further violence 
from masked “Yankee-haters.” 
Newell Anderson, 26 years old, 
and his wife began their 1300- 
mile automobile trip home an 
hour before the deadline set 


by two hooded men who took 
Anderson for a wild ride Monday 
night, cuffed him and threatened 
worse if he remained in Tupelo. 


‘Don’t Like Foreigners.’ 


“We don’t like foreigners com- 
ing in here and you'd better get 
out of town,” Anderson said the 
men told him. He had been circu- 
lation manager of the Tupelo 
Journal for six weeks. In the last 
two weeks, he said, he had re- 
ceived anonymous telephone 
threats. 

Alfred I. Means, FBI agent in 
charge at Memphis, Tenn., said 
he had ordered a preliminary in- 
vestigation to determine whether 
Anderson’s civil rights were vio- 
lated by the reported assaults 
and accompanying terror cam- 
paign. re . 

Before leaving for Fargo, N.D., 
Anderson returned the pistol 
Tupelo police had lent him. “I 
couldn’t shoot anybody, anyway,” 
he said. ; 

George McLean, Journal pub- 
lisher, attributed the attack on 
Anderson to enemies of the news- 
paper. He said the newspaper had 
crusaded four years ago against 
bootlegging and vote-buying, jein- 
ing an organization of civic lead- 
ers known as “Good Government, 
Inc.” in seeking reforms. 

“The result was an almost com- 
pletely new county government,” 
he said, ‘‘and it may be somebody 
is still harboring animosity from 
that fight.” 

‘Progressive, Friendly.’ 


McLean said Tupelo, a city of 
11,500 population about 100 miles 
southeast of Memphis, Tenn., is 
a “prosperous, progressive, friend- 
ly” community which has sought 
with considerable success to at- 
tract industry from other sections. 

“It just floors you,” he said, 
“to think that two or three crack- 
pots could give a fine city a black 
eye.” 

Scoffing at the idea that there 
was resentment of northerners in 
Tupelo, McLean said he felt cer- 
tain the statements against 
“Yankees” were a blind to cover 
an attack on his newspaper by 
persons unknown. 

McLean said Anderson was a 
“fine boy” and that he had heard 
only the highest praise of him 
from members of the community. 
He agreed with Tupelo Police 
Chief D. B, Crockett that the 
Ku Klux Klan had not been 
active in the city for years. 


‘A Few Damned Fools.’ 


“You've got a few damned fools 
in every community,” McLean 
said. “There is no indication of 
Klan activity here, and hasn't 
been for 18 years. We wouldn't 
tolerate them.” 

The publisher said Anderson 
might have been singled out be- 
cause he was a newcomer to the 
paper. The Tupelo Journal has 
several other employes from the 
North and Midwest, he said, and 
the town “has spent thousands 
and thousunds of dollars trying 
to attract people from other parts 
of the country to settle here and 
to establish businesses here. 

“We would have liked very 
much to have had Anderson stay 
with us,” McLean said, “but his 
father and mother and his wife’s 
father and mother demanded that 
they come home. This incident 
has been extremely embarrass- 
ing.”

Testifies President in 
1944 Called Documen- 
tary Proof a German 
Plot and Said He 
Would Forbid Publi- 


cation. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 13 (AP) 
—Gorge H. Earle, former Gover- 
nor of Pennsylvania, testified to- 
day that in 1944 he encountered 
“a complete refusal by the White 
House to hear anything against 
the Russians.” 

Earle was a special emissary to 
Turkey for President Roosevelt 
and said that while there he ob- 
tained Romanian and Bulgarian 
documents proving that the Rus- 
sians slaughtered more than 10,- 
000,000 Poles in the Katyn forest 
of western Russia during the war. 

Roosevelt’s Policy. 

He told a special House com- 
mittee investigating the massacre 
that he showed the documents to 
President Roosevelt in May, 1944, 
but the President replied: 

“George, this is entirely Ger- 
man propaganda and a German 
plot. I am entirely convinced 
the Russians didn’t do it.” 

Earle added: ‘“‘The love, respect 
and belief in Russia in the Whate 
House was simply unbelievable to 
me.” 

He said before the Normandy 
landings in Europe he was trying 
to convince the administration 
that “Russia was a much greater 
menace than Germany because 
the Soviets ha dthe manpower 
and determination” to conquer 
the west. 

Warning Sound. 

He said Roosevelt scorned his 
warning and told him: 

“When this war is over they 
(the Russians) are goin to fly 
apart like a centrifugal machine 
into a hundred pieces.” 

Earle read the committee a let- 
ter which he wrote to Roosevelt 
March 22, 1945, saying that unless 
he received contrary word he was 


SEOUL, Nov. 13 (AP) — The 
Eighth Army’s public information 
officer today predicted a news 
blackout during President-elect 
— Eisenhower's visit—and 
said: 

“If a blackout is ordered, it’s 
really going to be one!” 

Lt. Col. R. P. Rosengren said 
a final decision had not been 
made, but it was probable the 
world would get no news of Eisen- 
hower’s trip until after he had 
left Korea. 

Date of Eisenhower's arrival is 
a closely guarded secret. 

Rosengren is completing these 
detailed plans to handle the 300 
correspondents he expects to 
cover the visit: 

When Eisenhower arrives in 
Korea, his plane will taxi to a 
grandstand 60 feet long and 18 
fet deep. Correspondents will be 
on the grandstand. Photographers 
will be nearest the door of the 
aircraft in order to get photos of 
the President-elect stepping out. 

After official greetings, Rosen- 
gren will invite Eisenhower to 
say anything he wishes to the 


correspondents, 
Planes and helicopters’ will 


carry at least 25 reporters, pho- 
tographers and radio men with 
Eisenhower on his tour around 
Korea, Each of the major United 
States press services will have a 
reporter and still photographer on 
this special airlift. Places also 
will be reserved for movie or tele- 
vision men. 

Correspondents themselves will 
choose the others to total 25. 
Pool arrangements will be made 
for correspondents and photogra- 
ue who do not get in the air 

3 
There will be no rules against 
correspondents being at places 
where the President-elect will 
land and probably there will be 
many at each stop. 

Rosengren is setting up a press 
room for correspondents in the 
compound of Eighth Army head- 
quarters here. 

Should there be no blackout 
after Eisenhower lands in Korea, 
Army censors, telephones and 
teletype machines will get the 
news to the world as swiftly as 


possible.

White House Aids Say 


General Won't Be 
Asked to Share Respon- 
sibility for Decisions 
Before Taking Office. 


AUGUSTA, Ga., Nov. 13 (AP)~ 
President-elect Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower will steer clear of any pol- 
icy commitments to President 
Truman when they confer at the 
White House. 

Eisenhower associates who asked 
not to be named said his role at 
the conference will be mainly 
that of a listener, although they 
emphasized that he agrees with 
the President that tne session 
will amount to a demonstration 
of American unity. 

The White House announced 
yesterday that the Ejisenhower- 
Truman meeting had been set for 
2 p.m. Tuesday. 

Eisenhower's headquarters said 
today the General would leave 
here Tuesday morning and fly 
to Washington. After the White 
House conferenee he will fly to 
New York, where he will remain 
the rest of the week. 

In proposing the meeting last 
week, the President said it would 
help achieve an orderly transition 
from the old administration to the 
new. He mentioned a need for 
discussion of world problems. 

Eisenhower replied that he 
shared Truman’s hope “that we 
may present to the world an

The former governor, in hand- 
ing Roosevelt’s letter to the com- 
mittee, remarked that he had 
been offered $1500 for this letter 
by a private collector. 

An earlier witness today, Stan- 
islaw Mikolajczyk, a former top 
Polish leader, testified that the 
official Polish government blamed 
Russia for Katyn as soon as the 
Germans announced finding some 
of the mass graves there. . 

Mikolajezyk said the Poles were 
convinced of the Russian guilt be- 
cause the Seviets had reported 
that the 15,000 officers were re- 
leased, but the Polish under- 
ground could find no trace of 
them. 

“There was no doubt for us 
the Russians had done it,” he 
said. 

The House committee says the 
Russians committed the murders 
to prepare for a _  Sovietized 
Poland.

The union, Local 688, is an affili- 
ate of the teamsters organization, 
and truck drivers would refuse

He refused to 
give me these things. I did not 
feel he was co-operating and I 
felt he deserved punishment, so I 
turned him over to the Japanese 
authorities for punishment.” | 

Capt. Thomson was in charge | 
of supplies in the Army hospital |

A former Navy ensign captured | 
at Corregidor testified that Pro- | 
voo told him he would “put on | 
an insanity act” if the Americans

Island City and its 13 officers, 
who are also doctors and drug- 
gists, fraudulently manipulated 
armi induced at least 1000 
physicians and druggists in the 
New York area to give preference 
to its products. 

The attorney general, in the 
first court action in a six-month 
investigation of questionable pre- 
scription practices, sought a per- 
manent mjunction in state su- 
preme court to restrain the com- 
pany from further sale of its 
stock. He also asked for the ap- 
pointment of a receiver to liqui- 
date the company’s assets and re- 
imburse persons allegedly de- 
frauded by the company’s opera- 
tions. 

Goldstein's action included a 
charge of conspiracy to restrict 
competition in the sale of phar- 
maceutical products in an effort 
to create a monopoly. 

The company is fighting the 
action. It contends there is no 
law preventing doctors or drug- 
gists from owning drug éoncern 
stock and that the practice was 
ethical. 

The 13 officers, six doctors and 
seven pharmacists, were ordered 
to appear in court today to show 
cause why the attorney general's 
requests should not be granted. 

Goldstein also disclosed that 
342 other doctors and 230 drug- 
gists owning stock or holding po- 
sitions in the firm are being in- 
vestigated. 

The attorney general said the 
company was organized in 19465 
by David Colin with the idea “of 
making doctors and , pharmacists 
stockholders so that they would 
be induced to prescribe and dis- 
tribute company products in an- 
ticipation of sharing in the re- 
sultant profits.”

Pipe and cigar smokers are 
less likely to get lung cancer than 
are cigarette smokers, but non- 
smokers sare least likely of all.

Funeral services for Mr. Mur- 
ray were conducted by a boyhood 
friend, the Rt. Rev. Msgr. Henry 
A. Carlin, vicar-general of the 
Pittsburgh Roman Catholic dio- 
cese. Thousands attended the 
solemn requiem mass in St. Paul’s 
Cathedral. 

Secretary of Labor Maurice 
Tobin attended as the personal 
representative of President Tru- 
man. 

The cathedral was filled to its 
3000 capacity and an estimated 
10,000 other persons watched the 
funeral procession—150 chartered 
limousines and many private auto- 
mobiles. 

As the mass started, whistles 
blew at steel mills throughout the 
nation and members of the United 
Steel Workers’ Union, which Mur- 
ray also headed, stopped work for 
one minute and stood in silence.

Senator Pat McCarran (Dem.), 
Nevada, calling a temporary halt 
to Internal Securify subcommittee 
hearings, says the United Nations 
should “clean its own house of 
Communism and subversive ac- 
tivities.” 

Several American citizens em- 
Ployed at the U. N. have been 
questioned by the subcommittee 
about possible Communist ties 
during four weeks of intermittent 
hearings. 

McCarran, chairman of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee of 
which the Internal Security sub- 
committee is a part, spoke to re- 
porters yesterday after an 80- 
minute subcommittee executive 
session. 

“The U. N. was not set up as a 
propaganda agency for any ide- 
ology,” McCarran said. 

“The U. N. brings its people 
from abroad with diplomatic im- 
munity, hence there is no way for 
screening them. If, as and when 
they come here and engage in 
subversive activities against the 
United States, it is time that was 
stopped.” 

McCarran, said there probably 
would be no more hearings until 
after Christmas. 

After the new Congress con- 
venes next year, he said, some of 
the subcommittee’s members, in- 
cluding himself, “probably will be 
replaced.” McCarran sails today 
for South America. 

Questioned in secrecy yester- 
day by the Senate group was Nor- 
man Corwin, U.N. film consultant 
on leave to perform similar work 
in Hollywood. Neither Corwin 
nor committee members would 
discuss the nature of the session. 

Sir Edwin Herbert was to ar- 
rive from London today to serve 
on a three-man international com- 
mittee set up by U.N. Secretary-

NEW MINING MACHINE BORES 
HORIZONTALLY INTO HILLS 


NEW YORK (AP)—A new min- 
ing machine that bores for 700 
feet horizontally into the side of 
a hill, taking out a steady stream 
of coal by a series of conveyors, 
has been announced by the Car- 
bide and Carbon Chemicals Co. 

The machine, powered by elec- 
tricity, moves on tractor treads. 
Its four intermeshing rotary cut- 
ting heads carve a hole 3 by 10 
feet in the coal seam. The ma- 
chine forces the mined coal onto 
a traveling conveyor system. It 
can mine up to 1% tons of coal 
a minute. 

Operators of the machine are 
always above ground and have 
little or no actual contact with 
the coal. The rig, two stories 
high, is designed for use on out- 
crop coal seams.

Reporter Flies Over Acres of 
Fish Floating in Brown 
Water. 


FORT MYERS, Fila., Nov. 13 
(AP)—Scientists are setting out 
to determine if the acres of dead 
fish seen floating in the Gulf of 
Mexico the last few days are 
caused by the dread red tide. 

Three marine life experts of 
the United States Fish and Wild- 
life Service flew from Galveston, 
Tex., to Sarasota and a labora- 
tory ship is on the way to join 
them. 

Reports of dead fish are simi- 
lar to those in 1947 when the red 
tide killed tons of fish along the 
Florida west coast and ruined the 
summer vacation season in some 
places. 

The red tide is a tiny marine 
organism known as dinoflagellate.

Frick Rivera 
On Probation; ‘Guilty 


Of Moral Delinquency’ 


NEW YORK, Nov. 13 (UP)— 
Baseball Commissioner Ford 
Frick placed bad-boy outfielder 
Jim Rivera on “indefinite proba- 
tion” and forbade the Chicago 
White Sox to sell or trade him 
for one year. 

The Sox will be responsible for 
Rivera’s conduct “on and off the 
field” during the year, Frick said 
yesterday. 

It was a decision unprecedented 
in baseball, and came after Ri- 
vera was exonerated by a Chi- 
cago Grand Jury of a rape charge. 
Prior to his baseball career he 
served a prison term for rape 
while he was in the Army. 

Although no baseball player 
ever has been put on such proba- 
tion, Frick indicated he thought 
his ruling was lenient. He left no 
doubt that Rivera would have 
been barred from baseball for 
life had he not been cleared by 
the Chicago grand jury Oct. 16. 

Just what can Rivera do, and 
what can’t he do? Frick wasn’t 
specific. 

“It is strictly a moral thing 
and therefore very difficult to 
define,” Frick said. “The object, 
however, is simple—we want to 
keep a close eye on him for the 
rest of his baseball career. 

“It is obvious that Mr. Rivera 
has been guilty of a certain type 
of moral delinquency.”

OUTH KOREA’S United Nations delegation today urged creation 
of a 2,000,000-man South Korean army to take over the main 
-burden of opposing the Communist aggressors. 
The South Koreans also repeated their opposition to a truce 
and insisted they would continue to press for the incorporation of 
all Korea under their own regime. 


. These declarations were con- 
tained in a booklet distributed to 
the 60 U.N. delegations. 


The statement said the Syng- 
man Rhee government was eager 
to expand its armed forces, but 
must have “substantial aid from 
our allies.” 


It said substitution of Korean 
troops for other U.N. troops in 
the front line could be achieved 
at a lower cost and would shift 
the burden where it belongs. 

“Defense of our own nation is 
inescapably our own primary re- 
sponsibility,” the statement de- 
clared, 


Turning to the truce question, 
the document said: 

“Any truce plan which would 
leave Northern Korea occupied 
by the Chinese Communists 
would be a surrender of basic 
Korean security and rights to ex- 
pediency. Such a solution would 
leave us far worse off than before 
the war stdrted.” 

The declaration insisted that all 
Korea—the Republic in the south 
and the Red-ruled North—must 
be united by force if necessary. 

“We are eager to expand our 
forces,” the South Koreans de- 
clared. “Under the inspired and 
experienced leadership of Gen. 
James A. Van Fleet, tremendous 
expansion and improvement of 
our ROK (Republic of Korea) 
armed forces have already oc- 
curred. But the goals can be 
set much higher. .. . Substitu- 
tion of ever-increasing numbers 
of Korean troops for those U. N. 
soldiers now in the front lines can 
be achieved at a lower total cost 
than the conduct of the war now 
demands. And in the greatest 
cost of all, the cost of human 
suffering and lives, we do not 
shrink from accepting the in-

The United States view has al- 
ways been that the U.N.’s object 
in Korea was to repel aggression 
and that eventual unification 
would be sought by means other 
than military, the American 
spokesman said. 

No author was named in the 
booklet, but a section entitled “A

by Ben C. Limb, South Korea’s 
chief delegate here. The cover 
said it was prepared by the dele- 
gation.

President Truman will leave 
Washington for Independence im- 
mediately after his successor takes 
the oath of office. His later plans 
have not jelled. He wants to travel 
abroad but foresees diplomatic 
difficulties about that; he cer- 
tainly will not quit the country 
without full clearance from 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

Truman’s departure will leave 
a vacuum in the field of Demo- 
cratic policy and propaganda. It 
is contemplation of that vacuum 
which led to the proposal that 
the defeated candidate for Presi- 
dent should assume the national 
chairmanship of his party. 

Democrats making this proposal 
start with the premise that 
Stevenson’s voice, so inspiring 
and so lucid, should not be lost 
to the country and the party. 
When they look around they do 
not find any alternatives that 
seem to them desirable. 

There is no high political office 
available such as United States 
Senator for which Stevenson can 
run in the near future. Stevenson 
himself does not think that the 
presidency of a university is com- 
patible with active politicking. 

It has been suggested that,

After the stock had enjoyed a huge increase in value 
he placed it in the joint names of himself and his wife.

Toward Civic Suicide? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Letting Public Service Co. force St. 
Louisans into municipally-owned and 
potential political (mis-)management of 
mass transportation is civic suicide. 

Publicly-owned transportation is no 
more the answer to our present trans- 
portation mess than is the present 16- 
cylinder profit setup of the two-cylin- 
der P. S. C. operation. 

The root of the probjem lies in Jef- 
ferson City—the home of the State 
Public Service Commission. : 

It is a basically American principle 
of economics that monopolies are al- 
lowed to exist only at the public’s dis- 
cretion, and when the existence of that 
monopoly is in the public’s interest. 
In exchange for the privilege of mo- 
nopoly the public has the right to ex- 
pect the monopoly to operate in the 
public interest. In St. Louis, this has 
not been the case. 

Certainly, the company is entitled to 
a fair profit. But just as certain, the 
public is entitled to a fair fare and 
efficient service. Neither is around at 
moment. Fares are up. Service is 

own, 

When a monopoly comes to town, a 
mutual agreement should exist between 
it and the public. In such a transac- 
tion, the company agrees to provide 
efficient service at reasonable prices 
(competitive in every other business) 
in exchange for the privilege of mo- 
novolizing the field. 

To make sure this is done, the public 
authorizes by law certain commissions 
to regulate the monopolies and to see 
that they operate in the public’s in- 
terest. 

That’s how it should be. But here 
in Missouri, we work it differently. 
Instead of regulating the monopoly and 
seeing that it operates in the public’s 
interest, the State Public Service Com- 
mission regulates the public and sees to 
it that the public operates in the mo- 
nopoly’s interest.

Time for a Better Ballot 


Missourl can hope that & has gone through 
its last major election under its backwoods vot- 
ing laws. A special State Election Laws Revi- 
sion Commission has begun the difficult task of 
modernizing the code for the next Legislature. 

This State has been exceedingly slow to 
change its laws in behalf of a speedy, secret 
ballot and the widest exercise of the popular 
will. Its bulky election laws have been altered 
only piece by piece. The result is conflict and 
confusion. 

Hence the Legislature’s commission had heard 
many constructive proposals for a new code. The 
most important suggestions are these: 

Earlier primary date: Missouri holds its state 
primary in the dog days of August, when public 
attention is at a summer’s low. This is hard on 
campaigners and hard on voters and good only 
for political bosses who want a smal] vote. The 
primary ought to be held four to six weeks 
earlier, as it is in many other states. 

Preference primaries: Voters elect Presidents, 
but they have little to say about picking the 
men who will run for President. The presidential 
preference primary is a good device to permit 
a public expression as to the presidentia] choices. 
It has been adopted in one form or another in 
16 states. Why not Missouri? 

Open primaries: In Missouri, a voter must ask 
for the ballot of a particular party. This defeats 
the idea of a secret ballot at the very start, and 
many citizens are vsaid to stay away from pri- 
maries for fear of disclosing their political 
preferences. So a voter may mark his ballot in 
privacy, the State needs a multiple ballot repre- 
senting primary contestants of all parties. 

Moreover, Missouri has a law which says a 
primary voter can be challenged as to party 
loyalty and made to swear he will support his 
party's candidates in the general election. This 
ridiculous provision is almost never used and it 
ought to be eliminated. Voters should be free to 
switch party allegiance any time. 

Voting machines: These are the mechanical 
gifts to a speedy, secret and accurate vote. They 
are in growing use in major cities. Certainly 
St. Louis, St. Louis county and Kansas City 
should be authorized to use voting machines. 
Current law makes no provision for them. 

East St. Louis has been enjoying the benefits 
and protections of voting machines for several 
elections. It is a reproach to St. Louis that 
this city should lag behind our Illinois neighbor. 

Uniform registration: Missouri has 11 sections 
of law dealing with voter qualifications which 
need straightening out. The State also has seven 
different registration laws for larger counties 
and cities, and none at all for small towns and 
rural areas. Missouri needs a state-wide perma- 
nent registration law. 

And that black patch: The patch which has 
aroused so much suspicion hides the voter’s 
identification number which the election official 
puts oy the ballot. The idea is that the ballot 
can be checked in case of a contest. But since 
some courts have held the patch cannot be re- 
moved even for a contest, the sensible thing to 
do with this procedure is to eliminate it. Then 
no voter need fear a disclosure of how he voted. 

All these measures and a number of others 
before the legislative commission have a plain 
intent: They would encourage a larger vote, a 
secret vote and an accurate count of the vote. 
And they would give voters a wider choice on 
parties, candidates and issues. 

Missouri has waited a long time for a thorough 
overhaul of its election laws. For these laws are 
the gears of democratic government. 
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Two Men Against a Mountain 

As these words are published, Raymond Lam- 
bert and Bhotia Tensing are preparing to 
conquer the hitherto unconquerable—mighty 
Mount Everest, the world’s most lofty spire 
whose forbidding mass rises more than 29,000 
feet into space.

If they succeed in the current attempt, they 
will have achieved a triumph of determination, 
fortitude and raw courage over nature in its 
most brutal and elemental state. Our cheers are 
with them in what surely is to be their most 
lonely hours—two men against a mountain. — 
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"Wav Down the Tracks 

What with *being space cadets, small boys 
may not have time any longer to count the cars 
of a long freight train, to dream with a whistle 
in the night or learn the cross of the Santa Fe 
or the whirling monad symbol of the old N.P. 
Where is the wonderment of such things? 

Some of it, at least, is lined up on tracks 
within plain view of St. Louis, a city which 
owes much to the spread of its rails east and 
west. For just beyond Kirkwood, near the Mis- 
souri Pacific crossing of Barrett Station road, 
is the Museum of Transport. It welcomes boys 
of today or another year. 

Recently a genuine gilded Katy Flyer, all 
red and silver, steamed onto the museum siding. 
There the train has paused for history, with 
diamond stack, silver bell, wooden cowcatcher 
and five cars. This was the train which brought 
tough settlers to the Indian Territory. 

Near it is an 1868 camel-back locomotive in 
which the engineer sat atop the boiler, and an 
earlier Reading engine in which passengers sat 
around the boiler, glassed in with the crew. 
There are the accoutrements of the fron horse: 
sandboxes for days when grasshoppers’ greased 
the rails, blunderbuss stacks to catch sparks, 
observation cars that brought the passenger 
home to cinders and smoke. 

We wish a clear block ahead to the men 
who are building the Museum of Transport, for 
it is a fine place for history, reminiscence and 
a half-remembered awe. Once in a whilc, out 
there, a blue Mopac Eagle flashes past, almost 
too fast to count the cars. 


Just a Few Wild Men Now 

A relatively minor Nazi political resurgence 
—such as that most recently betokened by the 
success of Gen. Hasso von Manteuffel, Gen. Wil- 
helm Scheppman and Albert Gnade in Sunday’s 
local elections—probably was to be expected 
sooner or later in postwar Germany. 

Where there were so many of this stripe, 
some were bound to survive. Often they did 
so with allied help on the theory that, after all, 
they were needed to run the trains, or to rebuild 
the waterworks, or to get industries going again. 
With their self-esteem thus fortified, the step 
into politics became logical enough. 

Some of these characters can make a mighty 
rabid speech. Censider, for example, Gen. 
Ramcke’s denunciation of Gen. Eisenhower at 
the recent rally of SS veterans. Retiring High 


Commissioner John J. McCloy, however, prob- 
ably was right when he said in his final report 
that the great majority of Germans want no 
revival of totalitarianism, and that the major 
German parties seem quite strong enough to 
keep the threat in check. 

But a change in economic and political cir- 
cumstances might destroy the foundation for 
this optimism. It is worth remembering that 
Hitler rose out of chaos. Safeguarding German 
democracy against a new Hitler is primarily a 
duty of German voters—but all of the free 
oe, has an interest in the fulfillment of th 

uty. 
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Confusion Over Korea 

The South Korean delegation to the U.N. 
has taken a stand which does more than make it 
more difficult to reach the goal of an honorable 
truce. If the South Koreans are heeded by the 
U.N., the present limited war to repel aggression 
will be expanded into a larger war to unite 
Korea by military force—and with no one knows 
what consequence to the world at large. 

All along, the position of the United States 
has been that the U.N. stand in Korea was 
against aggression by the Korean Communists 
who crossed the thirty-eighth parallel] in June, 
1950. This country has hoped for a united 
Korea, but has said that should be achieved 
by diplomacy, through international action, not 
by force of arms. 

Yet the South Korean delegation wants to 
broaden the war. It wants to put more of 
South Korea’s nationals into the fighting and 


as to that there can be no objection and only. 


one reservation, that this proceed at such a 
rate as not to endanger the military position 
of the U.N. forces. 

However it is one thing to put more South 
Koreans into battle now (after all, they bore the 
brunt of the war for a long time and have 
suffered the largest number of casaulties by 
far on the U.N, side). It is quite another thing 
to call for an expanded war just at a time when 
efforts are being redoubled to break the dead- 
lock over the prisoner-return issue. 

The nationalistic feeling of the South Koreans 
was greatly encouraged by the way the Korean 
war was exploited in the presidential campaign. 
Those voters who marked their ballots for an 
end to the war now are seeing their action dis- 
torted into a call for a bigger war than ever. 
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On the Way to the Goal 


Thanks to a lot of hard work by a lot of 
public-spirited citizens, the Community Chest 
campaign has reached 78 per cent of its goal of 
$5,553,000. This amount needs to be raised if 
plans for 103 health and welfare agencies and 
the USO are to be carried out. 

Without disparaging the work of those mem- 
bers of the campaign who have not reached 100 
per cent .of their group goals, special credit 
may be given to those who have exceeded 
quotas. Several chairmen are above 100 per 
cent and two have raised 287 per cent. With 
spirit such as that in the campaign surely these 
worthy community causes will not lack for the 
support they need and should have next year. 
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What to Do About Veeps 


“The least-considered biggest decision within 
the power of the American voters.” That is how 
Roscoe Drummond of The Christian Science 
Monitor, in an article reprinted under the car- 
toon on this page, describes the election of our 
Vice Presidents. 

With or without aspersions on any past or 
prospective holder of the office, Mr. Drum- 
mond’s main points cannot be contested: that 
our Vice Presidents are not chosen on the basis 
of their qualifications for the highest office in 
the land to which they may succeed; that they 
should be. 

The most direct way to improve the situatian 
would be for political leaders who control the 
nominating conventions to choose vice-presi- 
dential nominees for their abilities rather than 
for their political availability. Pending that re- 
form in political conduct, however, the nation 
should seriously consider ways of minimizing 
the hazards inherent in the present system. 

Walter Lippmann has made the point that 
the vice presidency ought to be regarded not 
as a potential stepping stone to the presidency 
but as an interim arrangement for administering 
the office, in case the President dies, until the 
voters can fill it. 

In that spirit, Senators Fulbright and Smath- 
ers have proposed a constitutional amendment 
to provide that the Vice President who succeeds 
to the White House shall serve only until the 
next federal election, not until the next presi- 
dential election. 

Under this plan no Vice President could 
serve more than two years as President, and 
the people would have the right to install their 
own choice at the earliest possible nation-wide 
election. 

We do not know that this is the answer. But 
it is one proposal which should be seriously con- 
sidered among others to meet a problem the 
nation needs to face. 
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Priority for a School 


The $1,575,000 program for expansion and re- 
modeling of Sumner High School represents a 
forward step toward providing future additional 
classroom space for Negro pupils in St. Louis. 
But it is neither the key to the problem of over- 
crowding in that area of the school population 
nor the greatest step that the people have 
authorized. 

The key to the problem is the proposed 
$6,000,000 technical high school for white stu- 
dents. Like the Sumner addition, it is part of 
the $17,230,000 bond issue authorized in June 
1951. When it is completed Hadley Technical 
High can be converted for use by Negro pupils. 
This would produce a gain of some 100 class- 
rooms for instruction of Negroes. Other conver- 
sions would make for classroom gains in the 
Negro elementary field as well. 

Compared with the 14 new classrooms that 
will be made available by the Sumner remodel- 
ing and expansion, the eventual conversion of 
Hadley will be a giant step forward. But until 
it has been accomplished, there can be no im- 
portant attack on the problem of overcrowding. 

Acquisition of a site for the new technical 
high school, on Northrup avenue, near Kings- 
highway, was announced last April. The School 
Board approved preliminary plans in June. 
Since then, though, there has been little news of 
progress toward making the building a reality. 

Inquiry by the Post-Dispatch develops that 
contracts for the new school’s foundations will 
be let next January. The building probably will 
not be ready for occupancy until the fall of 1955. 
It is a pity that preliminary work on this project 
could not have been pushed with more vigor, 
especially in view of its prime importance to the 
community. But the big job now is to move for- 
ward as rapidly as possible, and the School 
Board ought to give the project top priority.

Better Way to Pick Vice Presidents?

Americans voting for President pick second man on ticket as after- 
ee thought; it is high time for change in method; vice-presidential 

nominee is rarely considered as presidential material, though five 
of last 16 Presidents entered White House by that very route.

By the time this edition of The Christian 
Science Monitor reaches most of its read- 
ers the American people wili hardly be 
aware that they have elected a Vice Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

The election is about as automatic as it 
could be. It is the least-considered biggest 
decision within the power of the American 
voters. 

Our choice of Vice President is simply a 
political reflex action having ahout as much 
deliberation as accepting the other end of 
a torn theater ticket 
as you go by the 
ticket taker. 

Now, this article is 
written, deliberately, 
before it is known 
who the next Vice 
President is going to 
Of because the need 
of’ finding some bet- 
ter means of select- 
ing the vice-presiden- 
tial nominees is abso- 
lutely no reflection 
upon either Senator 
Sparkman or Senator 
Nixon. 

The central fact is 
that neither Senator Nixon nor Senator 
Sparkman ever was considered for the 
presidency by either of their parties. 
Neither was Charles Curtis, nor John Gar- 
ner, nor Henry Wallace, nor Harry Truman. 


Not only are the vice-presidential can- 
didates of both parties rarely considered 
for the presidency, but their nomination 
is almost invariably dominated by or made 
in deference to the personal wishes of the 
presidential nominee. 

Mr. Roosevelt picked Mr. Garner, Mr. 
Wallace, and Mr. Truman as his running 
mates. Gov. Stevenson picked Senator 
Sparkman. Gen. Eisenhower personally 
selected Senator Nixon. 

What is important is that not one of 
these men was seriously considered by his 
party as presidential material and in no 
instance was his nomination for the vice- 
presidency based on any consideration of 
his fitness to serve in the White House. 

You remember what happened in 1944? 
The nation went through a monumental 
presidential campaign, a hard-fought con- 
test in the midst of world war to determine 
whether the American people wished Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey in the White House for

a first term or Franklin Roosevelt in the 
White House for a fourth term. 

The American people got neither. They 
got Harry S. Truman in the White House 
for three years nine months and eight 
days of the four-year term for which they 
had elected President Roosevelt. 


The American voters had not passed on 
the qualifications of Mr. Truman for this 
position. They had not even passed on 
his qualifications as vice-presidential can- 
didate. The voters have little enough voice 
in the presidential nomination and they 
have virtually no voice whatsoever in the 
vice-presidential nomination. 


The Democratic party did not pass upon 
Mr. Truman’s qualifications for the presi- 
dency in 1944 and neither party passed 
upon Senator Sparkman’s and Senator 
Nixon's qualifications in 1952. It is politi- 
cal tradition, unfortunately rarely violated, 
to permit the successful presidential nomi- 
nee to name any running mate he wishes. 


Last summer the Republicans considered 
Gov. Earl Warren and Harold Stassen and 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur for the presi- 
dency. They did not consider Senator 
Nixon. The Democrats considered Senator 
Estes Kefauver, Senator Richard Russell, 
Averell Harriman, and Senator Robert 
Kerr. They did not consider Senator 
Sparkman. 


This is no aspersion upon the next Vice 
President of the United States. It is only 
an aspersion upon the political system 
which makes the nomination of the vice- 
presidential nominee a weary, last-minute, 
personal, sometimes casual, often careless 
decision and his election as automatic as 
a dial telephone. 

If the Vice President were no more than 
the presiding officer and tie-vote breaker 
of the Senate, it wouldn't matter greatly. 
But it does matter greatly because the 
Vice President is the heir to the highest 
office within the gift of the American 
people and one of the most powerful in 
the world. 

Five of the last 16 Presidents of the 
United Stafes have been Vice Presidents 
who succeeded to the White House by the 
passing of the President. Thus about one 
out of three Vice Presidents, whose quali- 
fications for the White House have not 
been considered either by their party or by 
the people, have become President. 

It’s time for a change. 


The Tides of Art

Forty-five Rembrandts, 40 Rubenses, 48 
Gainsboroughs and at least two dozen can- 
vases by other old masters have left Britain 
since 1913, according to an official count. 
In fact, very few great pictures remain in 
private ownership there; and, a committee 
of inquiry reports, the most expensive of 
such art works are gravitating toward the 
United States. 

This story could be repeated in other 
fields, such as rare books, antique furni- 
ture, aged ardent spirits, even the building 
stones of old castles. It is a concomitant 
of major shifts in the economic tide. The 
wealth that once enabled British merchants 
to buy up the best works of Dutch and 
Flemish painters (or, in subtler form, lure 
the painters to England to paint there) has 
now yielded to the considerably greater 
wealth of American industrialists. 

One obvious answer is embargo, and 
the British first imposed export controls 
in 1939. The drain decreased, but the 
flow of pictures is still very much one way. 
A special committee has now recommended 
a permanent system “to prevent the export 
of objects of importance.” Briefly the 
exit of objects more than a century old and 
worth more than £1000 ($2800) could be 
forbidden, and the owner guaranteed a 
British sale offer instead. 

Another factor is the museums. in any 
country. Once bequeathed to the National 
Gallery in London, as so many old masters’ 


have been, they will stay put. That applies 
here too; otherwise, it might well be sim- 
ply a matter of history to wait until a richer 
national buyer source came along. The re- 
cent $1,000,000 sale of the Shakespeare 
folios of the late Dr. A.S.W. Rosenbach to 
a Swiss is a case in point. Or, of course, 
there is the constant output of new pic- 
tures, and the gradual rise in the volume 
of masterpieces. 

Meanwhile, however, the British are un- 
derstandably alarmed. The dissipation of 
a nation’s cultural heritage is enough to 
agitate any people. There was one brief 
interlude when the Soviet-Government de- 
cided to sell works from the famous Herm- 
itage, in Leningrad; the late Andrew Mel- 
lon bought millions of dollars worth. But 
the official Soviet mind soon changed and 
the door clanged shut again. 


SCARCITY OF ADOLFS.

Between Book Ends 
A “Whole Drama of the Soul” 


USHANT, AN ESSAY, by Conrad Aiken. a Sioan 
& Pearce and Little, Brown & Co., $4.50.) 
Although it is subtitled “An Essay,” this 

book is more nearly the “autobiographical 

narrative” of the publisher's jacket de- 
scription. Yet the book is hard to fit into 
any single pigeon-

tive somewhat in the 

sense of Joyce's 

“Ulysses” — both in 

content and in organ- 

ization of material. 

The technique is not 

precisely the “stream 

of consciousness,” 

but the book is not 

for the unsophisti- 

cated reader. As the 

author explains, his 

plan was to write on 

Cc 4d Aik one time-level, “as if 
CNCe Cae the past, the present, 

and the future, were all presented at once.” 

The result is an unusual and arresting 
performance, a far cry from the con- 
ventional autobiography of, say, Franklin 
or—to cite a recent book by a poet—the 
memoir of William Carlos Williams. The 
narrative is intensely subjective, though 
the publisher’s contention that it adds a 
“new dimension in literature” is certainly 
an exaggeration. Essentially what one gets 
from the book is a sense of what it feels 
like to have been Conrad Aiken. He calls 
it “a whole drama of the human soul, from 
the beginningless beginning, to the endless 
end.” 

The poet also calls his narrative “the 
ambiguous book with the punning title.” 
He means by this that he defies the proba- 
bilities ‘you shan’t) in writing this book, 
which he names after a rocky island in 
the English Channel. The island Ushant 
represents for Aiken physical and spiritual 
refuge at*the end of a lifetime of artistic 
dedication. In short the book is the record 
of a poet’s search for a positive affirmation 
of his own meaningful existence. 

Included also in the record is the es- 
sential biographical data, Aiken’s boyhood 
in Savannah, his college days at Harvard, 
his expatriation in the years between the 
two wars, and his relationship with Ezra 
Pound, T. S. Eliot, and other contemporary 
poets. At times the prose is remarkably 
evocative, at other times too elusive and 
allusive for any but a devoted reader. It 
is a poet's book, and the life of a poet 
whose work has won a significant place in 


twentieth century literary history.

THE BURNING MAN, by Sarah Gertrude Millin. (6. P. 

Putnam's Sons, 320 pqs., $3.50.) 

Three years ago Mrs. Millin wrote a 
somber, introspective novel about a forgot- 
ten figure in South African history, Coen- 
raad de Buys, the renegade Boer who 
took a Hottentot woman to wife and propa- 
gated a tribe of bastard descendants. One 
of the men who crossed his path was 
Johannes van der Kemp, a Dutch mission- 
ary who followed de Buys into miscegena- 
tion. Mrs. Millin was obviously fascinated 
by the character of van der Kemp, and 
explores his story in this expertly crafted 


novel. 


In his native Rotterdam van der Kemp 
led a life of open dissipation. Yet his 
dormant sense of decency drove him to 
undertake a career of service as a mis- 
sionary in Cape Colony, then a toe hold 
of civilization in the Dark Continent. Once 
in Africa, van der Kemp was able to rec- 
oncile both of the conflicting elements of 
his nature. by serving the Lord with one 
hand and taking a native wife with the 
other, so to speak. To the last days of 
his life ‘he died in 1811) he believed he 
was living out the scriptural behest to 
treat all men, of whatever color, as his 
brothers. é 

Mrs. Millin, a novelist of long experi- 
ence and high attainments, has told this 
story in grave, almost Biblical prose, with 
a deep awareness of the unconscious 
ironies of history. In the final chapter 
she makes van der Kemp write thus to 
de Buys before he expires: “Oh, Africa,

SLANDER, LIBEL LAW RFFORMS # 
GO INTO EFFECT IN BRITAIN 


LONDON — (UP) — Reforms in 
Britain’s strict slander and libel 
laws became effective recently | 
on receiving royal assent. The | 
reforms were embodied in a bill 
passed by the House of Lords. 


It had been introduced in Parlia- 


ment last year by Laborite Harold |

The new act was expected to | 
reduce the number of settlements | 
because of threatened libel, and | 
to end lawsuits against authors 
by persons with the same names 
as fictional characters in books. 
It will enable publication of re- 
ports of trade associations, sport-

In matters of public interest 
the defense of fair comment will | 
hold good even if there is a 
minor inaccuracy of facts on 
which the comment is based.

Fancy strawberries, big and 
red, are coming in from Cali- 
fornia. They aren’t always avail- 
able early in the week, but are 
arriving regularly to take care of 
weekend supplies. : 

Vegetables present no problem 
to the food shopper. A little 
stronger in price, but far from 
alarming, are good iceberg let- 
tuce, carrots, Brussels sprouts, 
beans, cabbage and new Texas 
okra. 

Heavier supplies of broccoli 
make it worth considering bud- 
get-wise. Beautiful to look at, and 
available at fair prices, are the 
California Wonders—those hand- 
some, thick-shelled green peppers. 
California also is sending us some 
fine celery, running larger in size 
than that we have been seeing 
recently. 

Cucumbers promise to be more 
abundant this week.

BLOEMFONTEIN, South 
Africa, Nov. 13 (AP)—South 
Africa’s appeal court today unani- 
mously ruled that Prime Minister 
Daniel L. Malan’s high court of 
Parliament is illegal. The court’s 
action posed new threats of grave 
civil disorders for the strife-torn 
country. 

The five judges—their coun- 
try’s highest court until creation 
of the Parliamentary tribunal— 
dismissed the government’s ap- 
peal against the Supreme (lower) 
Court’s ruling that Parliament 
acted unconstitutionally in setting 
itself up as the highest court to 
rule on constitutional questions. 

Parliament, in which Malan’s 
nationalists have a small ma- 
jority, took that action after the 
courts struck down a key law in 
Malan’s “white supremacy” pro- 
gram. 

Two Courses for Malan. 

The Appeal Court's action left 
Malan two possible courses of 
action: 


Parliament to rule itself a legal 
body. 
2. He could accept the verdict 
and call an early general elec- 
tion in which he would seek a 
large enough majority to re-enact 
his disputed race laws within the 
framework of the constitution. 
The nation already is torn by 
recurring bloodshed and violence 
and a Negro civil disobedience 
campaign against restrictive laws. 
Leaders of groups opposing the 
Government have warned they

NINE NAMED TO AID 
SEARCH FOR METHOD 
TO DE-SALT WATER 


WASHINGTON (UP)—The De- 
partment of the Interior has 
picked nine prominent citizens to 
serve as advisers in government 
efforts to find an economical 
method of purifying salt water. 

The move is a preliminary step 
in getting work started om a 
five-year, $2,000,000 program. The 
aim is to find cheap ways to make 
fresh water from the sea and 
sweeten brackish inland waters. 

Named as advisers were: Robert 
G. Sproul, president of the Uni- 
versity of California; J. J. Cronin, 
vice president of General Motors 
Corp.; Louis Koenig, director of 
research at the Southwest Re- 
search Institute in San Antonio, 
Tex.; Henry J. Schmitt, editor and 
publisher of the Aberdeen (S.D.) 
American-News; Lee A. Dubridge, 
president of California Institute 
of Technology; George D. Hum- 
phrey, president of the Univer- 


sity of Wyoming; Sheppard P-. | 
Powell, Baltimore consulting en- | 
gineer; Frederick L. Hovde, pres- | 


ident of Purdue University, and 
president of 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology.

THE BEST WAY to insure a successful hunt, 
from our experience, is through a well-organized 
drive which is most easily carried out by a group 
of four to eight hunters. With such a group, you 
choose half the number to take stands along a 
likely ridge while the rest systematically start at 
the bottom of the hollow and beat out the cover. 
This is an almost sure way to set the deer moving, 
and since they travel well-defined routes, there's 
a chance to bag a buck from each big hollow if 
the stands have been well chosen. So get together 
a group of good fellows for your hunt, eliminating 
any you know to be careless with firearms, affected 
by the jitters or addicted to firewater while in the 
woods. In addition to increasing your chances of 
success, a deer season spent in company with a 
group of good sportsmen is an occasion to be 
remembered for a lifetime.

1 How About Trying Quail Cooked in Foil? 


It's Modernized Version of Old French Recipe; Other Fine Game Dishes 


By Hoyt Alden 


HE hunting season has rolled 

around again, and if the 

Mighty Hunter, sometimes 
known as Friend Husband, hasn't 
learned, after all we’ve had to say 
on the subject, not to let the 
little woman get her hands on 
his birds, then he’s strictly on 
his own and deserves just what 
he gets. He needn’t come crying 
around to us. The limit of quail 
or a brace of partridge is too 
hard to come by these days, 
without having the little woman 
louse them up. Cooking game is 
a man’s business, so let’s get 
down to business. 


In previous years we've taken 
up the matter of how, simply, to 
roast or fry a quail without ruin- 
ing it, so this season we're going 
to branch out a little. We’re going 
to try some quail in foil, which 
is the modern equivalent of cook- 
ing in paper. It’s also a modern- 
ized version of an old French 
recipe called Cailles (that’s French 
for quails) a la Cendre. Or, quail 
in hot ashes. No one has any hot 
ashes lying around anymore, none 
to speak of at any rate, so instead 
of wrapping the birds in grape 
leaves as they used to do (no one 
has any grape leaves lying around 
any more, either) we’re going to 
wrap them in foil and put them 
under the broiler. 

But first, we want to season 
the birds inside and out with salt 
and pepper. The amounts speci- 
fied in this recipe are for each 
pair of birds. Mince and fry a 
couple of slices of bacon. Add 
to this a cHopped chicken liver 
along with the liver of the quail 
and fry it all together for a couple 
of minutes. Mix this with a 
fourth of a cup of bread crumbs 
which have been soaked in 
water and squeezed dry, salt and 
pepper to taste, two tablespoons 
of chopped truffles, a teaspoon of 
minced parsley, a fourth of a tea- 
spoon of minced thyme. Mix it up 
and then add an egg and a table- 
spoon of brandy and mix it again. 

Now stuff the birds with the 
dressing. Then bind a four-inch 
square of salt pork over each 
bird and truss the legs and wings

with the same twine. Wrap it in 
well-buttered paper and _ then 
wrap it in foil in such a manner 
that no juices escape. Set them 
beneath the hot grill with the 
door open and turn frequently. 
When the papers are removed be 
careful to save all the juice. 
Serve it on dry toast.

ERE is a simpler recipe for 
roast quail. Season the birds 
inside and out and place a 
sprig of celery and the bird’s 
giblets in each one. Cover the 
birds with bacon slices, truss it, 


season it and lay it in a roasting 
pan and bake it in a slow oven.

F you have a little more time, 

here is a delightful recipe 

which can be used for any small 
game bird. Put your birds close 
together in a pan, face down, and 
then make a sauce with a fourth 
of a cup butter or olive oil, salt 
to taste, six peppercorns, two 
sprigs of parsley, one bay leaf, 
one clove, one minced onion, one- 
half clove of minced garlic, some 
small white mushrooms. Pour 


this over the birds and then pour 
in white wine until it reaches 
half the height of the bird. 

Cover it well and let it simmer 
or bake. Baste frequently, and 
when the birds are half done, 
turn them over. When they're 
done, drain them and keep them 
hot. Strain the sauce and reduce 
it. When ready to serve place 
each bird on a piece of browned 
bread and put a large mushroom 
on top of the bird. Pour sauce 
over the bird, and whatever they 
may have cost you in time, money 
and energy, you'll count it well 
spent.

ire many ways to cook wild 
duck, few of them successful. 
Here’s a recipe for marinated 
wild duck in Port wine which 
will result in something out of 
this world if you follow direc- 
tions and don’t go to pieces in 
the home stretch. 

You have three wild ducks. 
Clean them, singe them and rub 
them inside and out with lemon 
juice, salt and coarse black pep- 
per. Now you mix together a very 
large bay leaf, two whole cloves, 
one small sliced carrot, one small 
sliced onion and enough Port 
wine to cover your birds. Put 
the birds therein and let them 
soak it up for 24 hours. Then 
roast them in 425 degree oven for 
10 to 15 minutes per pound. 

While this is going on you 
make the wine sauce. Put togeth- 
er a cup of Port wine, a tea- 
spoon of minced shallot, a sprig 
of thyme, the juice of two 
oranges, a fourth of a teaspoon 
of lemon juice and a teaspoon 
of salt. Reduce this mixture over 
a hot flame to half its original 
volume and then strain it through 
a fine cloth. 

Add to this reduced wine mix- 
ture a scant tablespoon of flour 
with enough water to make a thin 
paste. Then add a cup of veal 
stock. Mix it up, bring it to a 
boil, skim it and then let it sim- 
mer — just simmer — for five 
minutes. 

Serve this in a sauce boat 
alongside the roasted ducks.

‘Three Removes Are as Bad as a 
Fire.’ 

$6 HIS old saying is dated on 
the face of it,” one of our 
readers remarks, “for cer- 
ainly in recent years there has 
been little moving, few people be- 
ing able to find a place to move 
to. However, I can remember not 
too far back apartment-living 
friends of mine in two different 
cities, who thought nothing of 
moving almost every year.” 

“Three removes are as bad as 
a fire,” long antedates the kind 
of apartment-house moving to 
which our correspondent refers. 
It is “dated” not only as not being 
a product of today, but by the 
maxim-loving time of 200 years 
ago. 

It was Benjamin Franklin who 
made these words into a more or 
less timeless proverb. In _ his 
*“‘Maxims,” prefaced to “Poor 
Richard’s Almanac” he included, 
“Three removes are as bad as a 
fire.” 

For housewives faced with the 
alternative of having the painters 
or moving, there is considerable 
interest in the response of one 
woman to the maxim under dis- 
cussion. This was Mrs. Carlyle, 
a woman never hard up for an 
answer, who wrote in one of her 
letters, which appears in the col- 
lection subsequently published, as 
follows: “Three flittings, they say, 
is equal to a fire; but a ‘thorough 
repair’ is equal to three fires.” 

So modern could the problem 
of “having the painters” be, for 
Mrs. Carlyle, in 1852! 

The whole of Poor Richard’s 
injunction against moving is in- 
teresting, too. Here is what Ben- 
jamin Franklin wrote, in 1758: 

“TI never saw an oft-removed 
tree, nor yet an oft removed fam- 
ily, that throve so well, as those 
settled be.”

Novel Idea for a Ceiling

LEASE give us an easy, 

P unusual idea for a ceiling,” 

is Mrs. R. R.’s request. “We 

notice rafters and beams in the 

living rooms of new homes and 

wonder if an interesting ceiling 

wouldn’t help the looks of our 
rather plain living room.” 


The beams you see in new 
homes, Mrs. R., are there for 
structural purposes and should not 
be added to a room structure that 
doesn’t need them. 

But you are right that ceilings 
are becoming more interesting 
and here is an idea for the 
straight, smooth ceiling you have. 
Look for a striped wallpaper. The 
stripes shouldn’t be too strongly 
contrasting or the ceiling wil 
seem to come down on your 
heads. Find a stripe in a neutral 
color instead and apply the paper 
in an unusual way. 

Locate the center of the ceiling 
and mark off four sections, each 
dividing line from the center to 
a corner. Apply the paper so the 
stripes will follow each wall and 
the four sections are mitered 
from the corners to the center. 
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MRS. E. W. B.—“Please tell | 
me where to buy leather to put 
on a glass coffee table top and 
how to attach it.” 

The leather can be bought 
through upholsterers, but the suc- 
cess of its application to glass de- 
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pends on how the table top is 
made. If the edges are unframed, 
it is difficult to turn the leather 
over them and underneath neatly 
to stay. If the glass fits into a 
wood or metal frame the job is 
easier, but there is still the prob- 
lem of making sure that the leath- 
er will stick to the glass even 
with strong glue, There is seldom 


room between glass edges and 
framing for leather to be turned 
down and under, and raw edges 
will tend to loosen and curl.

In fact, when Byron Cal- 
houn suggested that the Hotel 
Carrera in Santiago, Chile, turn 
one of its nonprofitable eating 
rooms into a coffee shop, local ob- 
servers were horrified, all the 
more so when he suggested hav- 
ing girls wait on tables. No ‘man 
would ever be served by a wom- 
an, he was told. 

Calhoun redecorated the room, 
hired <ome pretty waitreses and 
opened the coffee shop. Today, 
Chileans stand in line to eat there. 

The coffee shop is not the only 
innovation which Intercontinental 
Hotels Corp., of which Calhoun is 
executive vice president, has in- 
troduced to South America. Dur- 
ing the five year period in which 
they have circled the globe with 
United States style hotels, they 
have introduced comptometer ma- 
chines and frozen foods, public 
swimming pools and_. bathing 
beauty contests, floor shows and 
electric dishwashers. 

It is possible that Calhoun had 
more than ordinary interest in 
premoting the last named im- 
provement, since he. began his 
career at age 13, washing dishes 
in a hotel kitchen. Here at the 
American Hotel Association con- 
vention recently, Calhoun shared 
a suite with manager Barney A\l- 
lis of Kansas City’s Muehlbach 
Hotel fom whom he once worked 
as bus boy and attended meetings 
at Hotel Chase where he'd clerked 
in his early days. Rather than 
talk about his own Horatio Alger- 
like rise, however, Calhoun, a 
chubby, quiet, and modest man, 
prefers to tell you about the phe- 
nomenal growth of American ho- 
tels in foreign. lands and relate 
how American efficiency is being 
combined with European tradi- 
tion. 

“The Europeans think of a ho- 
tel manager as a man who wears 
striped trousers and can bow 
from the waist, but would never 
suggest that anyone buy anvy- 
thing,’ Calhoun sums up the con- 
trast. “On the other hand, Euro- 
pean hotels, including European- 
managed hoteb in South Ameri- 
ca, serve their patrons as a fam- 
ily retainer would. catering to 
his every whim, We've tried to 
keep their niceties and at the 
same time, add American’ know- 
how and cost consciousness.”

HE Intercontinental Hotels 
T empire dates back to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and his desire 
for Americans to understand their 
Latin neighbors. He asked Juan 
T. Trippe, head of Pan-American 
Airways, how travel could be en- 
couraged, and Trippe explained 
to him that the big bottleneck

“For instance,’ Calhoun ex- 
plains. ‘‘Buenos Aires, a city of 
4.000.000, larger than Chicago;

they'd get more hotels, there'd 
be more tourists and they could 
fly more planes.” 

I.H.C. now has 13 hotels in 
operation or construction, includ- 
ing hotels in Chile, Colombia, 
Brazil and Mexico, with others 
about to open in Venezuela and 
Uruguay, and _ buildings under 
way in Bangkok, Siam, and 
Tokyo. 

While modernistic and attrac- 
tive, the I.H.C. domain does not 
include hotels in the luxury tra- 
dition of other days but concen- 


. trates on the ever-increasing mid- 


dle class tourist. 

“There are fewer and fewer 
millionaires and more and more 
people in the middle income 
group with money to spend and 
time to travel,” Calhoun says. 
“As an example, I was in Ber- 
muda recently, where we've taken 
over the Princess Hotel. The 
manager pointed out a man who 
had a $60-a-day suite and was a 
big spender and heavy tipper in 
the dining room, bar, and night 
club. He thought he should get 
acquainted with such a good cus- 
tomer and find out who he was. 
It turned out that the man was 
the painting foreman on the 
Queensboro Bridge in New York.” 

Along with higher incomes in 
lower groups, plane travel has 
had its effect on foreign hotel 
business, 

“It used to be if you had a 
month to spend in Europe, you'd 
spend 12 days on a boat; now you 
spend 28 davs in a hotel,” he 
savs. “It used to take 13 stops 
and five davs to go to Buenos 
Aires. Now it’s 24 hours. When 
1 studied geography, Cairo and 
Istanbul were so. far away, I 
thought it was a waste of time 
to learn about them. Now vou 
get ona plane in New York, make 
two stops, and you're in Istanbul. 
New York is as close to London 
as to Los Angeles. 

“South America and Europe 
used to mean steamship trips, 
with wardrobe trunks and serv- 
ants. Now a dresser like that.” 
he indicated a five-drawer chest, 
“will hold all the luggage two 
people will have. Our hotels 
need fewer closets but more good 
one-day valet and laundry serv- 
ice, which used to be unheard of 
in Latin America.” 
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N AUTHORITY on_~ world 
A travel, Calhoun flew 100,000 

miles last’ vear and _ spent 
seven months out of the country. 
He still combines the two enthusi- 
asms—hotel business and _ the 
wanderlust—that started him on 
his way at age 13. That was when 
he ran away from home because 
his father wanted him to wash 
dishes. Ironically enough, his 
great adventure ended at the East- 
land Hotel in Benton Harbor,

Mich., where he got a job—wash- 
ing dishes. Nights, he slept on a 
cot behind the desk “on call.”

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Fix It Yourself

On Gluing Furniture, 


HEN the glued joint on &a 
W picce of furniture becomes 
loose. the average person 
usually does something about it 
and what he or she does usually 
lasts anywhere up to a week or 
10 days. That's because most 
people don't know that it takes 
more than a dab of glue to make 
a strong joint, 
In the first place, new 
won't hold very well over old glue 
so the old glue must be removed 


and both surfaces made perfectly : 


smooth by sanding. 


Next, any old sort of glue isn’t | 


strong enough to make up a wood 
joint—you need a good grade of 


wood glue that’s designed for this | 


sort of work. 


You don't need very much glue 


—just a thin coat on each of the 
two surfaces. But be sure that 
each surface is thoroughly coated. 
This is very important. 

Now the two pieres are put to- 
gether and this is where a lot of 
people consider the job as done. 
Well, it isn’t. Pressure must be 
applied so that the two pieces 
are held tightly together until 
the glue is dry. Sometimes this 
can be done by putting a heavy 


weight on one of the two pieces. ° 


Sometimes you need clamps and 
in other cases the joint can be 
bound together with heavy cord 
and this tightened up with a piece 
of wood like a tourniquet. 

In any event, if the joint is 
going to be strong, pressure must 
be applied until the glue is hard. 
And one last point, don’t put too 
much pressure for this will force 
too much of the glue out of the 
joint. All in all, gluing a piece 
of furniture is not as easv as it 
looks but it’s certainly worth the 
time and effort.

the corporation to give each em- 
ploye a new pair of shoes every 
six months, a pound of butter 
and a pound of rice each week. 
“At first, it was a little hard to 
integrate into our svstem of ac- 
counting,” Calhoun laughs. 


Training non-mechanically- 
minded personnel in the use of 
equipment, introducing dish- 
washers in locales where hot 
water was unknown, all presented 
problems. 


They have had an abundance 
of eager, if untrained employes. 
In Montevideo, recently, when 
applications were taken for work 
at a hotel soon.to be opened, 
police had to be called out to 
hold back the crowds. Native 
employes are used, except for 
managers, accountants, engineers 
and housekeepers who are 
United States trained. 

“The best employe is a Euro- 
pean who has lived here for five 
or 10 years and then moved to 
South America,” Calhoun says. 
“Europeans adjust more easily: 
Americans always have one foot 
at home.” 
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HE new itnflux of hotels has 
T brought about adjustments in 

the other countries as well. 
Five vears ago, conservative wives 
in Latin American families rarely 
dined in public; now it is cus- 
tomary. When the first hotel 
was built in Saudi Arabia, it had 
two wings. one for Moslems, one 
for Christians, At a recent meet- 
ing with Ibn Saud’s eldest son, 
Calhoun was told that the next 
hotel should be entirely Western, 
free from any influence of the 
Orient. 

Food buving and preparation 
also have been altered. 

“You could take an experienced 
chef, put him in a hotel in South 
America, and he’d be incapable 
of doing the job,” he says, “be® 
cause the average chef, like the 
cook at home, is a package open- 
er. In Latin countries, when you 
bake a pie, you must first make 
your butter or shortening. If you 
need cake flour, vou must refine 


it yourself. Beef {s eaten the day 
it is killed, chickens delivered 
alive. 

“One morning about 4 a.m. in 
our hotel in Barranquilla, I heard 
a terrific racket. | put on my 
robe and went downstairs where 
I found they were delivering 500 
live chickens. ‘How else would we 
deliver them?’ they asked me. In 
this case, the hotel owned its own 
farm but it had never occurred to 
anyone to have the chickens killed 
there. Also the chickens were de- 
livered at whatever size they hap- 
pened to be when ordered. We've 
since taught them to kill chickens 
at the right size and weight and 
freeze them as we do in the 
United States.” 


Calhoun, who instituted the 
“Miss Chile” beauty contest in 
that country, also can claim 
credit for having popularized the 
swimming pool, although that 
achievement came about by acci- 
dent. 


“We'd built a beautiful swim- 
ming pool on the roof of our 
hotel there,” he recalls. “It 
Seemed an ideal site because on 
all sides you could see snow- 
capped mountains surrounding 
the city. But nobody came to the 
pool. Then an American ice show 
came through and all the girls in 
the show spent their afternoons 
at the pool. The gallant Chileans 
came to see the girls and by the 
time the show left town, the pool 
was—and still is—a success.” 

Frequently the solution of ho- 

tel problems is surprisingly sim- 
ple. At» one Latin hotel. wine 
sales were low. Investigation 
showed that a customer had to 
buy an entire bottle of wine and 
pay a 20 per cent tax on the 
bottle, whether he wanted to 
drink that much or not. 
_ “We devised a system of hav- 
Ing waitresses carry a jug on 
their shoulders and pour wine by 
the glass, at the equivalent of a 
nickle a glass,” Calhoun recalls. 
“In a short time, wine sales 
tripled.

North opened the auction with 
one heart, and South became de- 
clarer at a four-spade contract, 
doubled by West. 

West led the king and ace of 
clubs. South ruffed and tried to 
cash his top diamonds, but West 
ruffed the second round. Then, 
perceiving that further club leads 
would help rather than hinder 
declarer, West shifted to a low 
heart. 

The heart king was put up and 
South then ruffed another club. 
after which he returned to the 
heart ace and ruffed dummy’s 
last club. This was now the po- 
sition:

South had six tricks home, and 
so needed four out of the five re- 
maining tricks to fulfill the con- 
tract. It was a difficult commit- 
ment, but South won out. He led 
the spade nine. West covered with 
the ten and the king won in dum- 
my. Now South ruffed a _ heart 
with the eight of trumps and led 
a diamond—and West could not 
keep dummy fram making both 
the ace and six of trumps. 

Observe that South had to lead 
the trump at the ninth trick, s!t1ce 
on a diamond lead West would 
have thrown off his heart. Ob- 
serve also—and this is a remark- 
able point'—that West could have 
heaten the hand bv refusing to 
cover South's nine of spades!

WO events of great impor- 
tance have cast a shadow 
over the last few days. 

The death of Philip Murray, 
president of the C.1.0. is a 
real loss to the country, He 
was a wise and ‘temperate 
leader.

The second event that is 
deeply disturbing is the resig- 
nation of Trygve Lie, secretary 
general of the United Nations. 
The reason, he said, is his in- 
ability to obtain co-operation 
from the Soviet Union. But I 
wonder who could possibly win 
that co-operation without com- 
plete subservience. I greatly 
fear the election of a new sec- 
retary general will only en- 
hance the divergencies§ and 
bring out more clearly the dif- 
ferences between the Soviet 
Union and other areas of the 
world. 

We will lose in Lie a man of 
high integrity. of great devotion 
to the U.N. and to the cause 
of peace in the world. I see 
him go with deep regret and 
can only hope that the U.N. will 
find in a new secretary general 
a leader able to bring about 
harmony where ther@ is at pres- 
ent so little understanding. I 
have to acknowledge, however, 
that that seems almost an im- 
possibility.

OHN FISCHER says that 

Dennis’ Brogan is the only 

European who is capable of 
understanding our two-party 
System and Of geen gq ove. 
writing intelli- | 
gently about it, 
that even the 
London Econo- 
mist is a bit 
foggy when dis- 
cussing’ our 
parties. 

I'm not sur- 
prised that Mr. 
Brogan is ahead 
o. the others; 
he know s’ 
everything ap- 
parently, why shouldn't he 
know our political system? He 
is the most brilliant and eru- 
rite political writer of our day. 
Certain essays of his I know 
almost by heart: I wish I knew 
them all. 


But to get back to the two- 
party system—as the United 
States seems to have done. 
‘(Just to avoid hypocrisy, I had 
better confess that I was for 
Stevenson. We did indeed 
“fight at Arques.” and we lost 
the battle. But it was a grand 
battle. and I wouldn't have 
missed it. As the dving Bavard 
Said to the Connetable de Bour- 
bon—but I have digressed too 
far already.) 
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MY EUROPEAN friends, like 
Mr. Fischer's, are in a sad state 
of confusion over our two 
parties. How can Senator Taft 
and Senator Morse be in the 
Same party” they have asked in 
bewilderment. (My most recent 
answer: Apparently they can’t!) 
Or how can 'Gov. Byrnes and 
President Truman be in the 
same party? (Well, it takes 
some doing, my dears, it isn't 
easy.) We Americans tie up all 
our splinter parties into two 
sacks, and let the contents of 
each sack fight it out. Then 
we let the survivors out to 
have a go at each other. 

In Europe, however, each sep- 
arate interest or ideology—the 
two — are not necessarily

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identical—is represented by a 
party of its own. The last I 
heard, *France had 19 parties; 
sometime ago they had 26. Any 
party which hopes to get control 
of the government has to shop 
around among the other parties, 
horse-trading and swapping 
promises until a coalition is 
formed strong enough to obtain 
a majority of the Assembly. 
These coalitions are extremely 
fluid, often changing in com- 
position and complexion. Your 
enemies of todav may be your 
allies of yesterday, er of to- 
morrow—not unlike the lir+-up 
of the wars ir which xe have 
been engaged. 
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WHEN A COALITION can 
control .a majority of votes in 
the Assembly. the leader of t:._ 
strongest party“ forming the 
coalition becomes the Prime 
Minister and chooses a coalition 
cabinet. But the moment he 
fails to control a majority vote, 
he and his cabinet must resign: 
and the newspapers announce 
that the government has fallen 
—which sounds very sinister to 
our American ears. Then the 
President, who remains fixed 
and has little power, asks the 
leader of the opposition to be- 
come Prime Minister. And so 
on, and so on, with govern- 
ments falling in times of crisis 
like autumn leaves. The ac- 
tual business of government 
Roes serenely on, conducted by 
“fonctionnaires,” or civil ser- 
vants, 
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HOWEVER CHAOTIC such a 
System must seem to us. it has 
two signal merits. First of all. 
the government is instantly re- 
sponsive to the general will. 
And second. the party in power 
is never without power to act: 
there can never be a deadlock 
between the Prime Minister 
and the Assembly as we have 
often seen here, when our Pres- 
ident, having lost control of his 
party and of Congress, was 
helpless and mummified until 
the end of his term.
